Section 303(d) of the federal Clean Water Act requires 
Maryland to (1) identify waters, known as water quality limited 
segments (WQLSs), where technology-based effluent limita 
tions and other required controls cannot achieve water quality 
standards; (2) establish Total Maximum Daily Loads (TMDLs) to 
each listed water for pollutants preventing the attainment of 
water quality standards; and (3) offer an opportunity for public 
review and comment on the proposed TMDLs 

Savage River Reservoir (basin code 02-14-10-06), located 
northeast of Deep Creek Lake in eastern Garrett County, is 
identified on the State's 2002 list of WOQLSs due to elevated 
levels of mercury in fish tissue. Therefore, the Department is 
establishing a TMDL of mercury for Savage River Reservoir. The 
TMDL sets the maximum load limit for this substance.

On Horse Feed 


The Maryland Horse In 
dustry Board will now col 


or 


lect a $2 per ton assessment 
on commercial equine feed 
from manufacturers. Money 
from the assessment will be 
used for education, re 
search, and promotional 
materials and activities to 
help the state’s equine in 
dustry 

"The horse industry is 
very important to Maryland 
and the members of the 
horse board work hard to 
make people aware of it, 
said Agriculture Secretary 
Hagner R. Mister. "The 
feed assessment will help 
the board do its work, and 
it allows horse owners from 
all disciplines and all breeds 
to support promotional and 
research programs fairly.” 

The assessment was 
passed by the Maryland 
General Assembly in 2002 
Maryland regulations re 
quiring assessment on com 
mercial feed that is labeled 
as being intended for 
equines are in effect as of 
Nov. 1, 2002 

Manufacturers of equine 
feed sold in Maryland are 
subject to the $2 per ton as 
sessment and may pass the 
fee on to retailers, who may 
in turn pass it on to buyers. 
If less than one ton of feed 
is sold, the assessment will 
be prorated. For example, 
on a 50-pound bag of feed, 
the assessment totals 5 
cents. Fees must be paid 
quarterly to the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board, 
which is housed at the 














Agriculture (MDA). Fees 
collected between Nov. 1 
and Dec. 31 are due to the 
MHIB by Jan. 30, 2003 


Anyone who buys equine 
feed in Maryland may re- 
quest reimbursement of any 
assessment that was paid on 
the feed. The MHIB pro 
vides point-of-purchase dis- 
plays, which must be set up 
where horse feed is sold, 
explaining the program to 
retail consumers 

The_reimbursement_re- 
quests, along with receipts, 
must be submitted to the 
MHIB no more than 120

MARKETING ASSISTANCE LOANS AND 
LOAN DEFICIENCY PAYMENTS FOR WOOL 
AND MOHAIR 

The Farm Security and Rural Investment Act of 2002 
(the 2002 Farm Bill) provides 2002 through 2007 crop 
year Marketing Assistance Loans and Loan Deficiency 
Payments (LDPs) for wool and mohair to eligible produc 
ers who produce and shear wool and mohair from live 
sheep and goats 

For producers to be eligible for either a Marketing As- 
sistance Loan or an LDP, they must (1) meet the defini- 
tion of an eligible producer; (2) comply with highly erodi- 
ble land and wetland provisions; (3) produce and shear el- 
igible wool and mohair; (4) have a beneficial interest in 
the commodity; and (5) own, other than through a securi- 
ty interest mortgage or lien, the sheep and goats for a per- 
iod of not less than 30 calendar days prior to shearing. 

For wool and mohair to be eligible for loans or LDPs, 
the wool and mohair must: (1) have been produced and 
sheared by an eligible producer; (2) be in existence and in 
storable condition; (3) be of merchantable quality suitable 
for loan; and (4) be produced and shorn from live animals 
of domestic origin in the United States. 

Wool and mohair producers will be able to apply for 
certified farm-stored loans, field direct LDPs, and basic 
LDPs. Producers applying for loans and LDPs for wool 
must indicaté “graded” or “ungraded” as the type of woot 
on the application 

The final availability date to request a wool or mohair 
loan or LDP is January 31 of the year following the year 
in which the wool or mohair is sheared 

Market gains and LDPs received by a wool or mohair 
producer are subject to one $75,000 payment limitation 
per crop year for wool, mohair, and honey 

Producers who lost beneficial interest in their 2002 
wool or mohair before the publication of the regulations 
are eligible to receive an LDP. Producers are required to 
provide acceptable production evidence which indicates 
the date beneficial interest was lost. In these cases pro- 
ducers must file applications by January 31, 2003 

Eligible producers who lost beneficial interest in their 
wool and mohair after October 11, 2002, and before No- 
vember 4, 2002, are eligible to request an LDP based on 
the date beneficial interest was lost in the commodity. 
Producers must submit acceptable production evidence 
with the LDP application. LDP applications fitting this sit- 
uation must be filed by December 6, 2002. 

Following are the national loan rates for the 2002 
through 2007 crop year for wool and mohair. 

Commodity Loan Rate 


Grgded Wool $1.00 per pound 
Ungraded Wool $0.40 per pound 
Mohair $4.20 per pound 


To obtain the graded wool loan rate, the wool must be 
core tested by a CCC-approved testing facility to objec- 
tively measure through laboratory analysis the fiber diame- 
ter (micron) and yield 

Marketing loan repayment rates for wool and mohair 
will be announced weekly by press release on a date to yet 
be determined

“It gen- 
erally strikes people be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 50, 
when life decisions are be- 
ing made,” said Richards. 
“That's why we call it ‘the 
prime of life disease.’” 

According to Richards, 
most people know someone 
who has MS. “You may not 
know they have MS, be- 
cause some people try to 
hide it as long as they can 
from colleagues and even 
friends, fearing discrimina- 
tion,” she said. “Chances 
are they benefit from the 
services of the National 
Multiple Sclerosis Society,

FUNDS DONATED FOR MS RESEARCH - The Garrett County Multiple Sclerosis 
Support Group, a once active group which disbanded several years ago, has donated 
the funds left in its treasury, which were originally donated to the group by Lohr Dis- 
tributors, American Legion Ladies Auxiliary, and the Oakland Elks Ladies Auxiliary, 
to the Oakland Elks Lodge staff and the Long Branch Saloon. These two local estab- 
lishments have participated for many years in the U.G.L.Y. (Understanding, Gener- 
ous, Lovable, and Young-at-heart) Bartender Contest to raise money to support multi- 
ple sclerosis research. This fund-raiser started in 1993, with all proceeds going to- 
ward research and creating new medications for MS.

1 MISSION

Black Bear Task Force Report and Recommendations 


recommendations that were pro- 
by the Maryland Black Bear Task Force. 
OVERVIEW OF RECOMMENDATIONS 
For many recommendations the task force was unani- 
mous, while for others there was significant differences of 


in this draft report. The task force also felt that it was im- 
portant to communicate significant values and opinions of 
individual task force members to the Maryland public. 
Each task force member has been provided the opportuni- 
ty to provide commentary as part of this report. 

© The task force feels that black bears are a valuable 
natural resource, that efforts should be used to conserve 
black bear habitat, but bear populations should be main- 
tained at levels compatible with land use and property 
concerns. 

© The most controversial issue addressed by the task 
force was whether to allow black bear populations to 
reach biological carrying capacity, or to achieve a specific 
population objective through appropriate management 
strategies. "Population management in a given area will 
impact the ocgurrence of human/bear problems. Generally 
as black bear populations increase, human-bear problems 
increase as bears encounter humans more frequently. 
Conversely as black bear populations decrease, human/ 
bear problems generally decrease." (Bear Plan, Virginia 
Department of Game and Inland Fisheries, 1991.) Ulti- 
mately the task force voted 6 to 4 to recommend "regulat- 
ed hunting” as a tool to achieve a targeted population ob- 
jective. 

© "Regulated hunting of black bear populations has be- 
come a controversial social issue. Perhaps the most con- 
tentious issues involve fair chase and the ethics of certain 
methods of harvest." (Bear Plan, Va. Department of 
Game and Inland Fisheries, 1991.) The task force has rec- 
ommended that black bear hunting methods in Maryland 
be fair and sportsmanlike and conform to the ethics of 
"fairchase." The following bear hunting techniques should 
not be permitted: baiting, use of dogs, and spring hunting. 

@ The-task force wants to ensure that bear hunting ac- 
tivities are consistent with and respect the rights of private 
property owners and other Maryland citizens. 

© The task force encourages DNR to provide opportu- 
nities for non-hunting recreation associated with bears in 
Maryland with a focus on information and education de- 
signed to minimize negative human/bear interactions. 

@ Maryland’s bear management program should pro- 
mote human safety, protect agricultural income and per- 
sonal property, and address conflicts between humans and 
bears while attaining black bear population objectives. The 
task force encourages DNR to prioritize black bear educa- 
tion and information programs and to increase its aggres- 
sive public education campaign to teach residents and 
tourists what they can do to minimize conflicts with bears. 

© The task force recommends that DNR establish pro- 
cedures under which individual problem bears are han- 
dled. These procedures should categorize bear behavior 
into that which requires no action to that warranting de- 
struction of an individual bear. These procedures may in- 
clude non-transferable permits to individuals experiencing 
ongoing and intolerable damage to kill offending animals 
in the most humane manner possible. 

@ The task force recommends that DNR conduct a 
public attitude survey to determine the perceptions, de- 
sires; and atfitudes of people in Maryland (including re- 
gional variation) concerning black bears and to enable the 
public to provide input on the bear management program. 
Public understanding and support are imperative for an 
effective management plan. 

© The task force recommends that DNR use revenue 
from bear hunting licenses and permits, etc., as a funding 
source for the bear management program to include bear 
damage compensation. 

@ The task force recommends to discontinue the sale 
of black bear conservation stamps as a revenue-generating 
program for the bear damage compensation program. The 
present investment in this program (time, energy, man- 
power, and materials) appears to be greater than the reve- 
nue generated. 

@ The Task force encourages city and county govern- 
ments to enact local ordinances to mandate or provide in- 
centives for the use of bear-proof trash containers in resi- 
dential areas, developments, and tourist areas where bears 
have become acclimated to trash as a food source 

® The task force encourages DNR to work with public 
safety agencies to develop an emergency plan to be imple- 
mented in the extremely rare event of a black bear attack 
on a human. Personnel who are first responders to these 
situations need to be adequately trained and have the 

proper equipment to dispatch a bear.

© At the present time hunting license revenues and 
federal taxes on sporting arms and ammunition pro- 
vide the primary funding source for wildlife ement 
in Maryland.

Burning Of Leaves Is Prohibited; 
Compost, Landfill Options Suggested 


The Garrett County En 
vironmental Health Office 
reminds homeowners that 
Maryland air quality regula 
tions” prohibit” burning of 
leaves in areas where col 
lection is available. Burning 
sometimes seems to be the 
easiest solution for disposal, 
but is becoming more and 
more unacceptable because 
of air quality concerns and 
adverse health effects from 
air pollutants, according to 
an office spokesperson. The 
smoke from burning leaves 
contains high concentra 
tions of hydrocarbons, par- 


ing a small area of ground 
with chicken wire or wood- 
en palates, piling a six-inch 
layer of leaves, and covering 
with a one-inch layer of 
soil. A-sprinkle of lime may 
be added to speed up the 
process. Homeowners 
should turn and mix the 
compost pile every few 
months. In about 12 months 
the result will be rich or 
ganic matter, or humus, for 
fertilizers in a garden. ‘The 
compost will also provide 
mulch to retard weed 


growth and save soil mois 
ture. To obtain more infor- 
mation on leaf.composting, 
persons may call the Coop 


erative Extension Service 
(301-334-7760) or Environ 
mental Health Services 


(301-334-6960) 

Hauling leaves to the 
landfill would be preferable 
to burning, the spokesper 
son said. ‘The Garrett Coun 
ty landfill will accept leaves 
from county homeowners 
for a fee of a penny and a 
half per pound ($1.50 for 
100 Ibs.). If the leaves are 
bagged, they must be emp 
tied at the landfill site 

The Mellott farm in the 


Swallow Falls area will also 
accept leaves free of charge. 
If bagged, they must be 
dumped, They will sell the 
finished, composted leaf 
mulch for $12/cubic yard or 
$2/bag (+40 Ibs.). Once the 
leaves break down, a rich 
organic matter similar to 
peat moss is achieved which 
can provide excellent mulch 
and fertilizer. For more de- 
tails, the Mellotts may be 
reached at 301-387-6815. 
Most municipalities with- 
in Garrett County have 
some type of leaf collection 
plan this fall. The collection 
schedules may vary depend- 
ing on availability of equip- 
ment and when most of the 
foliage has dropped. Per- 
sons are encouraged to con- 
tact their town hall for de- 
tails. If leaf burning is con- 
ducted within town limits 
where leaf collection is 
available, a notice of viola- 
tion may be issued which 


could result in a fine. 
Should collection be un- 
available and other means 
of leaf disposal be ineffec- 
tive, leaves originating on 
the premises may be burned 
by householders as a last 
resort, The fire may not be 
closer than 200 feet of the 
nearest neighboring resi- 
dence and not create a 
nuisance. Since the health 
department does not con- 
done the burning of leaves 
because of the negative im- 
pact to air quality, burning 
permits will not be issued. 
Additionally, DNR regu- 
lations require that burning 
be conducted between the 
hours of 4 p.m. and mid 
night (E.S.T.) if the burning 
location is in a wooded area 
or within 200 feet of a 
wooded area. A_ 10-foot 
wide fire break must sur- 
round the fire, and a re- 
sponsible person should re 
main on the scene until it is

Among the truly good news in today’s issue of this 
newspaper is the announcement that the Garrett 
County Fair Board this week voted in favor of allow- 
ing the county to construct a $2 million exhibit hall 
on the county fairgrounds in McHenry. Convincing 
the majority of board members that this is a great 
idea has been a long, tedious process, but we believe 
they will look back on it in the relatively near future 
and realize that it was one of the best decisions they 
ever made. 

This 50,000-square-foot structure will be a fantas- 
tic addition, not only to the annual Garrett County 
Fair, but also as an.enhancement of the local econo- 
my, as it will provide a centrally located, public space 
to house a wide variety of events, shows, conven- 
tions, and other functions. Such~a space currently 
does not exist in the county. Every event held at the 
new facility will potentially generate new revenue, 
from which many local businesses and their employ- 
ees will benefit. 

The deal offered to the fair board by the county 
commissioners and economic development director 
Jim Hinebaugh is not only fair, but also quite gen- 
erous, one that we believe could hardly be refused by 
the fair board. The county will arrange for the fund 
ing and design of the building, take responsibility of 
managing and maintaining it, give free use of it to 
the fair board during fair week and for 12 other days 
throughout the year, and, for the icing on the cake, 
pay the board $7,500 per year as compensation. It’s 
a win-win arrangement. 

We understand the concerns of the members of 
the fair board who were reluctant to vote in favor of 
the project. They had many good questions about 
things such as insurance, ownership, lease agreement, 
scheduling, exact location, and how the building’s 

resence would affect the fairgrounds in general. 

rotection of the fair and fair property is their 
charge as board members. Most of the concerns, 
however, have been addressed, and any remaining 
ones will be, before a memorandum of understand- 
ing between the county and the fair board is drafted. 
But at least the board has given its go-ahead, which 
wilt prevent the toss of the government funding that 
will Fe needed for the project. 

This represents major hanes, and change is diffi- 
cult for most of us. But we are pleased that the 
members of the fair board have demonstrated the 


courage to take this huge step and the vision that it 
will ultimately be in their, as well as the communi- 
ty’s, best interest.

HOSPICE IS LOVE

November is National Hospice Month, and very soon 
Hospice of Garrett County will have been in existence for 
20 years. J attended an informational meeting on hospice 
in the summer of 1982 at the college in McHenry. It was 
very informative and emotional for me, for I felt in my 
heart that our family would soon be needing hospice ser- 
vices. This did come to pass in February 1983 when we 
entered our 16-year-old son. His neurosurgeon thought 
that he was a perfect candidate for the new hospice pro 
gram 

In_the beginning, there was_a-part-time-director-who 
was also the only part-time nurse. There were no direc- 
tives, and the only paper we signed was a "no-code" form. 
Equipment was pretty much non-existent. Someone did 
bring an old metal hospital bed, which only fit in the liv 
ing room and was stuck in the high position. Needless to 
say, one afternoon's use of that bed was all we needed 

County health nurses stopped in, as did volunteers 
When injections were required, I was given a 10-minute 
crash course. When IV's were needed, my family physi 
cian came from Meyersdale (Pa.), and I received another 
10-minute crash course in irrigating two locks. I was told 
to count so many seconds to use up the syringe. These 
types of medicines were uncommon in the home setting 
back then, and my husband had to go looking for them — 
sometimes in nursing homes. 

But still I found hospice to be the ideal setting for giv- 
ing unconditional love. We all learned together, and 
Christopher was the first patient to die in Hospice of Gar- 
rett County. My good volunteer angel and nurse was 
there with me. I only recently learned that Christopher 
was also the first patient in the local program. 

Last spring I once again called on Hospice of Garrett 
County. My mother needed the servicesim my home. I 
knew changes and progress had come in 20 years, but I 
was unprepared for all of the advances. When I drove 
Mother into the driveway, our first angel (Mr. Ferguson) 
was waiting with a truck filled with supplies. He drove a 
wheelchair up to the car door and assisted me in getting 
Mother into the house. He assembled the wonderful hos- 
pital bed. Nurses and volunteers arrived and sorted the 
bedding, hospital gowns, and other supplies. I signed 
many forms. Hospice purchased all the medicines and 
delivered them to our home. My own store list was 
checked and another angel nurse said, "We've got this, 
we've got that," etc., all the way down to the drinking 
straws! The "settling-in" went so smoothly that the second 
day Mother was here, she said, "I don't know who made 
the arrangements for this facility, but they made a won- 
derful choice." Nothing could have pleased me more 

The nurses, the nursing assistant, and the man who 
delivered the oxygen services were all tops. I think that in 
both of our situations, we entered the program early 
enough to benefit from the entire hospice team. Equip- 
ment and meds have advanced so much with IV's, drops, 
and under-the-tongue meds, and the constant contact with 
the doctors. I was amazed with everyone's knowledge. 

Mother's Day was my best ever with my mother. I just 
sat with her all day, holding her hand and telling her that 
I loved her. After Mother died, volunteers arrived, helped 
clean up, and within hours Mr. Ferguson arrived with 
Tom Browning to retrieve all of the supplies. The oxygen 
angel arrived, and in a short while, my "facility" once 
again became just another bedroom 

Hospice's plan is to make the patient's last part of life a 
quality time of life. I have no regrets with my two hospice 
experiences. | feel good and content inside just writing the 
word, because hospice is love.

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"I'M NOT AS PANICKY ASTH-MA IS," 
SAYS MICHAEL

First off, let me say that asthma is nothing to make 
light of, I know that. My youngest is beset with the afflic- 
tion, and he had a horrendous attack over the weekend. 
After several nearly sleepless nights and a few moments of 
dire distress, I'm not about to make light of it, trust me. 
But in my usual attempt to connect with other parents out 
there, I have to write about the plight of a panicky mother 
and her wheezy son 

I used to be an EMT, way back when, and | was pretty 
good at it, I think. I didn't totally panic on calls. I could 
look at open fractures and bandage up bloody cuts as 
calmly as the next eager volunteer. But having children 
has altered my mind — in so many ways. One of these 
alterations is my struggle to refrain from terror when any 
one of my three boys is hurt or seriously ill. I can still rely 
on my EMT training to assess a situation, but that train- 
ing didn't include any workshops on being the parent of 
the victim. It was also just some Joe out there on the 
street who fell down a manhole or got food poisoning or 
something. It was just his body that needed emergency 
care and it was sort of a challenge to be able to provide 
that care until we could cart him off to the ER. It was ex- 
citing and fulfilling. When things happen to your own 
flesh and blood — the kids you actually brought into this 
world after months of largeness and hours of labor, the 
kids you bathe and feed and love — well, that's just way 
different.

Junior Deer Hunt 
Set For Nov. 16 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
has scheduled the annual 
deer hunt for junior hunters 
on Saturday, Nov. 16. All 
individuals age 16 years or 
younger can hunt white- 
tailed deer and sika deer 
with a firearm, when ac- 
companied by an unarmed 
licensed adult 21 years of 
age or older. 

To participate in the 
one-day hunt, each junior 
hunter must possess a valid 
Resident Junior Hunting 
License, Resident Regular 
Hunting License, or a Non- 
resident Hunting License, 
or must be exempt from 
Maryland hunting license 
requirements. 


Each junior hunter can 


take one antlered or antler- 
less white-tailed deer in 
each of the four Deer Man- 
agement regions on Nov. 
16. In Regions B, C, and D 
the junior hunter may take 
an additional white-tailed 
deer. No more than one of 
these two white-tailed deer 
may be antlered. Each jun- 
ior hunter may take one 
antlered or antlerless sika 
deer in Dorchester, Somer- 
set, Wicomico, or Worces- 
ter counties. 

This special hunting day 
provides an opportunity for 
experienced hunters to 
teach deer hunting skills to 
interested junior hunters. 
Hunting skills such as locat- 
ing deer signs, effective and 
safe tree stand placement, 
and safe firearm handling 
can be taught during the 
hunt. 

Junior hunters took 2,283 
deer on last season’s one- 
day hunt. The leading coun- 
ties included: Garrett, 342; 
Allegany, 258; Washington, 
248; and Frederick, 198.

WHITE OLEANDER

White Oleander is only the second feature film by di 
rector Peter Kosminsky (after 1992's ambitious but criti 
cally disappointing Fiennes/Binoche vehicle Wuthering 
Heights, and several TV movies); although its plot suffers 
from some plausibility issues, it shows that Kosminsky's 
style is certainly evolving into something worth attention 
A coming-of-age story about a young girl forced to live in 
a series of foster homes after her single mother goes t 
prison for murder, it exudes atmosphere, intercutting be 
tween telling flashbacks and present-day, and features 
talented actresses like Michelle Pfeiffer, Robin Wright 
Penn, and Renée Zellweger, but none more than the 
young, relatively unknown Alison Lohman, who plays 
the leading role with a sensitivity and technique equal to 
that of her more experienced co-stars. The story ed or 
the novel by Janet Fitch, adapted by Mary Agnes 
Donoghue 











while sometimes so unbelievable it becomes 
unintentionally comic, provides a view into the life of an 
orphan who is jerked around to the point of losing her 
identity, showing how the radically varied lifestyles she 
encounters shape her into the woman she becomes 
Astrid Magnussen (Lohman), a young L.A. artist 
working on a complex project at the beginning of the 
movie, begins her story by attempting to explain her rela 
tion: with her fiercely independent artist mother Ingrid 
cel, who, although she never participated in main- 
stre parental activities like Astrid’s school parents’ 
night, tried to teach Astrid to think for herself and not 
accept advice, praise, or criticism from other people who 
are too ignorant to understand the artist’s soul. “Never 
explain, never apologize,” she would say; the additional 
implication being never love, never trust, never become 
dependent. While Astrid tried to accept this weighty and 
cynical outlook, she couldn’t help noticing that her 
mother didn't always practice what she preached, becom 
ing romantically entangled with a charming playboy 
(Billy Connolly) whose infidelity eventually caused her to 
become jealous enough to poison him. After Ingrid is con 
victed and sentenced to 35 years to life, Astrid is placed 
with the first of several wildly unstable foster families 
This film is more a melodrama than a realistic repre 
sentation of the orphan life, since the families portrayed 
would probably never be considered remotely suitable by 
an actual adoption agency, but it provides an interesting 
cross-section of humanity as seen through the eyes of im 
pressionable -youth. It also provides an opportunity for 
Lohman to display the full breadth of her acting tech 
nique, which she does impressively. Taken as a kind of 
impressionistic theme study in the influences of parental 
figures, it portrays Astrid’s several mothers as a collection 
of wildly and intentionally varied stereotypes, including a 
born-again Christian sexpot and former drug and alcohol 
abuser (Wright-Penn) whose religious devotion is 
matched only by her petty jealousy; a depressed struggling 
actress (Zellweger) whose emotional frailty makes her 
more like a weepy big sister than a mom; and a cynical, 
i Russian-American saleswoman (Svetlana 
frernova) whose unfaltering devotion to the almighty 
dollar serves to temper Astrid’s youthful idealism. Finally 
she finds a kindred spirit in a fellow orphan named Paul 
(Patrick Fugit, Almost Famous thanks to a movie by the 
same name), who draws highly detailed and emblematic 








comic-book style artworks. Adding to the subjective na- 
ture of the film is the fact that Astrid continually sketches 
everyone who touches her life, good and bad 

Lohman is on screen for practically all of the film's 
110 minutes; her ever-evolving character must go through 
numerous life-changing experiences and react to each 
with an understanding of the cumulative effects of all 
those that have gone before. It's not an easy part, espe- 
cially given the radically overblown nature of some plot 
elements, but the 23-year-old actress pulls it off with 
grace, and her large supporting cast helps to compensate 
for the film's textual flaws. ***&*®

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Loch Lynn Officials Note 
Accomplishments, Set Goals 


A municipal election 
held in the town of Loch 
Lynn last week returned in- 
cumbent mayor Larry 
Friend and council mem- 
bers Carolyn Corley and 
Ronald Friend to office for 
another two-year term, be- 
ginning January 1. In a 
town newsletter the three of 
them noted the accomplish 
ments of the town govern 
ment over the past two 
years, as well as goals for 
the next term. 

Among the accomplish 


ments cited were: precisely 
following the town charter, 
setting uniform garbage col- 
lection fees, regulating re- 
pairs of roads after instal- 
lation and repairs by utility 
companies, passing a flood 
plain resolution, and pass- 
ing charter amendment res- 
olutions that allow for exec- 
utive sessions, the combin- 
ing of the clerk and treasur- 
er positions, and the setting 
of wages for town employ- 
ees by majority vote instead 
of by ordinance

Another goal that was 
achieved, according to the 
newsletter, was making res- 
idents more aware of town 
council business and hap- 
penings via eight newslet- 
ters, and the dissemination 
of the Mayor's Report and 
Recommendations to the 
Council for 2001-02. There 
are also well-documented 
minutes, as well as audio 
tapes of town meetings, 
both of which are available 

Another goal was the re- 
duction of legal fees, which 
was likewise accomplished, 
as such fees were reduced 
from over $11,300 spent in 
1998-2000, to a total of just 
$1,700 for years 2001 and 


2002. 

Completing the town 
budget on time was a goal 
that was met, with those of 
2000 and 2001 each pre- 
sented at public meetings 
before being adopted. Fi- 
nancial records are up to 
date, and collection of past- 
due revenue has enabled 
the town to purchase sever- 
al pieces of needed equip- 
ment, according to the 
newsletter, The balance in 
the town’s account at the 
end of 2000 was $32,683, 
while the balance for Sep- 
tember of this year was 
nearly double that amount 
at $62,949. 

The town also joined the 
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Municipal Assistance Pro- 
gram (MAP), and conse- 
quently was successful in 
obtaining over’ $31,000 in 
grant monies for architect/ 
engineer plans to renovate 
the community center. The 
town also received a Crime 
Watch grant and a Commu- 
nity Development Block 
Grant, 

Among the goals of the 
current mayor and town 
council are: 

* Continuance of a good 
working relationship with 
neighboring Mtn, Lake Park 
and other towns, as well as 
the sheriff's office and state 
police; 

* Aggressively utilize the 


services of the Maryland 
Municipal and Cir- 
cuit Rider Program; 

* Work with 
the MAP committee, which 
includes the mayors of all 
eight county municipalities, 
to pursue grant funding, 
draft uniform ordinances, 
and share information; 

* Pursue grant monies to 
complete the community 
center project; 

* Appoint a town plan- 
ning commission to work on 
updating Loch Lynn’s com- 
prehensive plan; 

* Continue with the in- 
stallation of culverts and 
drop boxes, and continue 
paving of additional streets

In Ezekiel 18:20 God says 
through the prophet: “The soul 
that sins shall die. The son shall 
not suffer for the iniquity of the 
father, nor the father suffer for the 
iniquity of the son; the righteous- 


ness of the righteous shall be 
upon himself, and the wickedness 
of the wicked shall be upon him 
self 

For generations, the Hebrews 
largely on the basis of Exodus 20:5 
believed that the sons of several 
generations would have to suffer 
for the sins of their father. But 
Ezekiel was saying that the re- 
verse was true: sons shall not suf- 
fer for the sins of their parents, 
nor parents for the sins of their 
children. Which represents the 
mind of God? 

Not Which, But Both 

I believe that we might say 
that both represent God's word 
to us. We know with a certainty 
that one generation may have to 
suffer because of the deeds of a 
previous one. A child born out of 
wedlock may suffer because of 
the act of his mother and father. If 
you are brought up in the home 
of an alcoholic, it cannot help but 


shape your life. These, and many 
more, are the natural conse- 
quences of the way we live and 


the things we do. The child of the 


alcoholic suffers, not because

God has imposed a punishment, 
but because the alcoholic parent 
has poisoned his or her family life. 

The problem with thus attrib- 
uting our present circumstances 
is that it breeds irresponsibility. 1 
am what I am because someone 
else made me this way. That is one 
of our problems today: no one 
ever seems responsible for any- 
thing. When did you last hear 
anyone say “I was absolutely 
wrong and | take full responsibil- 
ity"? 

At the same time, we also know 
that it is unthinkable to us to be- 
lieve that God will punish the un- 
born for the sins of a parent. There 
may be natural consequences to 
what the parent does, but the re- 
lationship between God and the 
offspring will not be damaged. 
God will not hold the offspring 
accountable for the sins of a 
previous gen*ration.. That would 
be unfair 

Is God Fair? 

Ezekiel is helping us to see this 
problem from the perspective of 
paradox: two apparently conflict 
ing perspectives on the truth, 
both of which must be acknowl- 
edged. Remember that there are 
often natural consequences of 
what we do and say and very 
often God does not spare us those 
consequences—although we can 
always count on him to see them 
through. At the same time, we are 
responsible for ourselves alone in 
our relationship with the Lord. In 
other words, we may have to pay 
a price for the sins of our parents 
Or others, but maintain a saving 
relationship with the Lord. Ezekiel 
lays it out clearly: |. The righteous 
person shall live by God's grace 
(18:5-9), 

2. The wicked offspring of the righ 


teous parents shall die (18:10-13) 
3. The righteous son of the 
wicked son shall live (18: 14-20), 

4. The wicked man who becomes 


righteous shall live (18:21-24). 
This is probably the best news of 
all, for it means it is never too late 
for us to take responsibility for 
ourselves, repent, turn and live 
righteously. If we turn to God, we 
are not only free of our family past 
but of our own. 

If there is something wrong 
with our lives, the acts of our fore 
bears may have set us on @ 
particular road, but we cannot 
blame them because nothing 
keeps us on the wrong road but 
ourselves. Ultimately, it is our 
fault, but also our opportunity to 
let God transform our lives

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Quitters Are Winners With 


The Great American Smokeout

Are you ready for 24 hours without cigarettes or chew- 
ing tobacco? That's what the Great American Smokeout 
is all about. On Thursday, Nov. 21, make a commitment 
to be tobacco-free for just one day. According to the 
American Cancer Society, more Americans try to quit 
smoking on this day than any other day of the year, in- 
cluding New Year's Day . 

Here are some ideas for participation in the Great 
American Smokeout whether you are a tobacco user, a 
non-user, or an employer. 

1, Employer — Declare your facility and grounds to- 
bacco-free for the day. While this imposes a challenge to 
tobacco users, it also demonstrates that you care about the 
health and safety of your employees. Scientific evidence 
proves that there are significant -health-risks-to-both the 
smoker and the person exposed to secondhand smoke. Al- 
ready, Garrett County schools, the Board of Education 
administrative office, Garrett College, and the Health De- 
partment do not permit tobacco use on their campus; 
grounds. Garrett Memorial Hospital and Garrett County 
Community Action are also making strides toward making 
their facilities and grounds tobacco-free. 

2. Non-user — Adopt a tobacco-user for the day and 
give him or her encouragement and praise to successfully 
quit for the day. Make sure he or she has plenty of gum 
or carrot sticks to chew on. Keep him or her busy to occu- 
py the time normally spent smoking or chewing tobacco 

3. User — Make the commitment to try it for the day 
Prove to yourself that you can do it. It is the first step 
toward creating a healthier lifestyle. Be sure to tell some 
one that you are doing it so that he or she can provide 
support to you. 

In Garrett County, nearly 1 in 5 adults smoke cigarettes 
(19.2%), and 6% are users of smpkeless tobacco (highest 
in the state of Maryland). Among youth, the statistics are 
even more startling. Twenty-two percent (22%) are cur- 
rent smokers and 8.6% use smokeless tobacco. The long- 
term results of high tobacco use rates show Garrett 
County among the worst counties in the state for death 
from diseases of the heart (21st out of 24), cerebrovascu 
lar disease (23rd out of 24), and chronic obstructive pul- 
monary disease (20th out of 24) 

Thus, the long-term benefits of quitting are obvious, 
but a smoker doesn’t have to wait long to experience im 
mediate benefits. Within 20 minutes of quitting, a smok 
er’s blood pressure drops to a level close to that before 
the lasi cigarette. The temperature of a smoker’s hands 
and feet increases to normal. Within eight hours of quit 
ting, the carbon monoxide level in a smoker's blood drops 
to normal. And within 24 hours of quitting, a smoker's 
chance of heart attack decreases. All this can happen as 
a result of quitting on the Great American Smokeout 

Of course, the benefits of quitting continue to increase 
in number and intensity the longer a smoker stays tobac- 
co-free. So prove to yourself that you can quit for one 
day, and build your confidence to go for longer periods 
without tobacco products. 

If you are willing to participate in one or more of the 
suggested activities to celebrate the Great American 
Smokeout and would like more information, call Kendra 
Todd or Mike Wilburn at the Garrett County Health De- 
partment at 301-334-7730 or 301-895-3111.

«Opinionated, and many owners 
pay top dollar for this breed's creamy 
coat, dark trim and deep-blue eyes 

You'll pay the highest price for a 
pedigreed cat. However, many cats 
are out there that don’t have these 
papers because their lineage is just a 
shade off of the requirements. A cat 
without papers costs much less than 
one that qualifies for the pedigree 

Check the local classified ads for 
private breeders or owners advertising 
Siamese cats. However, remember the 
phrase “let the buyer beware.” Do 
your homework, comparison shop and 
make sure you get the kind of cat you 
asked for, at an affordable price. Sev 
eral books are available at pet shops 
and the bookstore that address finding 
and working with breeders or private 
owners, and I recommend picking one 
up. 

A very good option is the animal 
shelter. Cats of all kinds are aban 
doned there, not because anything is 
wrong with them, but because their 
owners either didn't want or couldn't 
care for them. Go and have a look at 
the cats available for adoption, and tell 
the shelter staff that you are looking 
for a Siamese. They may have one 
available — in fact, my mother adopt- 
ed two of these cats from a shelter 
after their owner got fed up with their 
strong-willed, independent nature and 
loud, loud, loud meowing! (Keep that 
in mind as you search for those beauti- 
ful blue eyes!)

come a reality if producers adopt a low-cost, low-tech, 
high-quality, high-yield plastic technology called high 
tunnels, High tunnels can be used as a side enterprise to a 
larger farm operation, or you could start a large operation 
using four to six commercial-size high tunnels. 

The structures are built by stretching plastic sheeting 
over a tubular frame. Three separate sheets of plastic form 
the roof and sidewalls of the tunnel. Producers can raise 
the sidewalls to ventilate the structure. The endwalls are 
constructed so the one-piece section has a doorway, but it 
also is designed so that two people can lift the section and 
place support poles under it so that a tractor with attach- 
ments can be used inside 

Commercial-size versions of high tunnels, which are 96 
feet long, also protect plants from insects, diseases and 
wind damage, virtually eliminating field loss, which can 
run as high as 25 percent for some crops. Construction 
costs for a commercial high tunnel are from $1,800 to 
$3,000, compared to $15,000 to $20,000 for a production 
greenhouse. Presently, the University of Maryland has a 
high tunnel demonstration on fall-bearing raspberries at 
Dan Yoder's farm in Pleasant Valley. Even though the 
plants were only started this summer, Dan was picking 
berries in November. In future years he should be harvest- 
ing over a ton of berries.in the tunnel 

Dr. Harry Swartz and Bryan Butler, University of 
Marwand, will be the featured presenters at the workshop 
on Monday, December 9, 2002, 7:00 p.m. at the Pleas- 
ant Valley Community Center, south of Oakland. Dr 
Swartz is a raspberry and strawberry plant breeder and 
has been actively involved in high tunnel research.

Program. Farmers now have 
until Monday, Nov. 18, to 
complete seeding, according 
to Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Hagner R. 
Mister 

"While we welcome the 
recent soaking rains, the 
fact of the matter is farmers 
have simply pot been able 
to get their cover crops in 
the ground as early as we'd 
like them to. The forecast 
calls for fair weather over 
the next several days and 
we're confident that farmers 
will be able to get their 
fields seeded so that we can 
get on with the business of 
protecting water quality in 
our streams, rivers, and the 
Chesapeake Bay,” said Sec- 
retary Mister 

Eastern Shore and south- 
ern Maryland farmers have 
until November 18 to plant 
rye, triticale, and wheat 
Farmers in central and 
western Maryland have un 
til November 18 to plant 
their rye crop. In addition, 
farmers now have until No- 
vember 22 to certify seeded 
acres with their local soil 
conservation districts.

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New Federal Education Law Poses 
Problems For Maryland Schools

ANNAPOLIS New 
federal legislation has left 
Maryland school officials 
scrambling to find teachers, 
amid a national teacher 
shortage, to meet more 
stringent qualifications, the 
state schools chief told law- 
makers Tuesday. 

Passed in January, the 
No Child Left Behind Act 
sets minimum standards for 
the nation’s schools on is- 
sues such as testing, teacher 
qualifications, and school 
achievement. 

Finding teachers has 
been the hardest problem 


education officials have 
faced so far, said state 
Schools Superintendent 
Nancy Grasmick to the 
House Appropriations sub- 
committee on education. 
Federal law now requires 
every school to have only 
“highly qualified teachers,” 
which state officials have 
defined to mean certified 
teachers 

However, the state has 
relied heavily on provisional 
teachers — who hold a de 
gree in their subject, but 
have no teacher certifica 
tion during the past few 
years because of the wors 
ening teacher shortage

Under the new law, pro- 
visional teachers must be- 
come certified or quit 
teaching after a year, creat- 
ing more teacher vacancies 
in already  short-staffed 
schools. 

"Thus having highly qual- 
ified teachers is a huge 
struggle for us,” Grasmick 
said. 

The teacher shortage will 
only worsen, school officials 
said. State colleges and uni- 
versities produce about 
1,500 teaching candidates a 
year, said Ron Peiffer, as 
sistant state superintendent, 
yet the state is expected to 
need about 8,000 teachers 


"Sounds to like 
have a major problem,” said 
Delegate Frank Turner, 
D-Howard, during the brief 
ing. "We're far short in 
training teachers in Mary 
land." 

Under the No Child Left 
Behind Act, the state edu 
cation Aepartment is alsc 
requifed to notify parents 
of children taught by in 
structors not yet “highly 
qualified.”

Local Residents 
Fare Views For 
Bear Task Force 


A number of opinions 
were stated by local citizens 
at last Thursday's (Nov. 14) 
public meeting of the Mary- 
land Black Bear Task Force 
at Garrett College. Of the 
85 persons who were on 
hand for the gathering, a 
total of 27 stepped to the 
microphone to _ identify 
themselves and _ provide 
their input into the task 
force's mission of making 
recommendations for man- 
aging the state's bear popu- 
lation numbers 

The lion's share of the 
bear comments dealt with 
the task force's draft recom- 
mendation, approved by a 
6-4 vote early last month, 
that the state adopt a lim- 
ited bruin hunting season 
While not all speakers ad- 
dressed that particular issue, 
and not all of those who did 
gave a definite "pro" or 
"con" statement of their 
views, transcripts reveal that 
the pro-hunt speakers out- 
numbered the  anti-hunt 
opinions 

Of the 27 speakers, nine 
gave definite approval to a 
hunting season, and eight 
expresséd” Outright’ ~“aisap- 
proval, Ten speakers did not 
give a definitive statement 
one way or the other, but 
the nature of those "middle 
of the road" comments — 
many of which expressed 
concerns about the safety of 
children and pets in areas 
prone to bear activity — ap- 
peared to -be open to the 
concept of a hunt by a large 
majority 

Each of the nine pro 
hunting opinions came from 
Garrett County’ residents, 
many of whom referred to 
damages to crops and live 
stock incurred by ‘local 
farmers as playing a part in 
their decision to support a 
hunt, At least two of the 
speakers advocaung a hunt 
are current or retired DNR 


employees, although they 
spoke strictly as private citi 
zens. One of those speakers 
told the gathering that a 
controlled hunt would be 
preferable to illegal killings 
of bears that are likely tak- 
ing place, some by the use 
of antifreeze placed in baits; 
the other referred to the 
county's ongoing develop- 
ment as a factor in destroy 
ing bear habitat, specifically 
noting the proposed sports 
complex on Marsh Moun 
tain and the proposed 
Keysers Ridge industrial 
park 

Of the eight speakers 
who expressed outright op 
position to a hunt, two were 
Garrett County citizens 
who were joined by six out 
of-county residents holding 
the same view — one from 
Washington County, one

Dr. Barbara Hurd, a resi- 
dent of Garrett County and 
professor of English at 
Frostburg State University, 
has won the Bright Hill 
Press Poetry Award, which

One of the memorable 
scenes from the 1970s hit 
TV program M*A*S*H ap- 
pears in the opening credits 
of @eath episode, when 
Army helicopters bearing 
wounded soldiers appear 
from over ridgelines to 
home in on the hospital 
unit. The advent of the 
"chopper" saved countless 
lives in the Korean, Viet- 
nam, and subsequent wars, 
by speeding the fallen to 
emergency treatment and a 
hoped-for recovery 

Since the Korean War 
the use of helicopters has 
expanded far beyond its 
battlefield origins to play a 
vital role in the emergency 
medical transports of ordi- 
nary citizens who are se- 
verely injured in accidents, 
falls, and fires

The chopper will 
be airborne in less than five 
minutes from the time the 
phone rings in its hangar 
On the way to a call, 
both pilot and paramedic sit 
in the front of the chopper, 
with the medic handling 
navigation duties using 
maps and a Global Posi- 
tioning System, and com- 
municating with the ground 
units for details on the land- 
ng site and the patient's 
condition. The craft relies 
yn fire and rescue personnel 
yn the ground to make sure 
the landing site is clear of 
verhead wires and obsta 
les, especially at night 
Once the helicopter ar 


rives on the scene, it can be 
airborne with a patient, or 
two, aboard in less than 10 
minutes, On the way to a 
hospital, the medic treats 
the patient and maintains 
contact with the receiving 
doctors on the ground; if the 
patient's condition is so dire 
that the medic doesn't have 
time to work the radio, the 
pilot can relay the informa- 
tion to the hospital.

also has a Forward Looking 
Infrared (FLIR) device that 
can sense the difference be- 
tween the air temperature 
and the body heat of a 
crime suspect trying to hide 
on the ground. 

The spotlight and FLIR 
also play vital parts in 
Trooper 5's third mission, 
search and rescue. The 
chopper can locate a miss- 
ing or lost person or can 
hoist a fall victim clear of 
rocks or an_ inaccessible 
gorge. 

"We do a good bit of 
work during hunting sea- 
son," Lowman explained. 
"A hunter who falls from a 
tree stand way back in the 
woods may have a spine, 
head, or neck trauma, and it 
would be difficult to get him 
out on the ground; we can 
drop a supine basket down 
from the helicopter without 
even landing, and lift him 
free of the woods to get him 
to a nearby clearing where 
we can either get him onto 
an ambulance or, if neces- 
sary, we can land and load 
him into our chopper and 
fly him all the way to the 
hospital 

“We also see all-terrain 
vehicle accidents  year- 
round.

had hit a tree with his head 
— and he was not wearing a 
helmet. He was in a coma 
for several weeks, but lived. 

"Like all emergency 
workers, it's the kids that 
affect us most of all,” ob- 
served Lowman, who has a 
toddler of his own. "While 
you're on a call, the adrena- 
line rush keeps you from 
thinking about your emo- 
tions, but when you're back 
at the hangar cleaning blood 
from the unit and typing up 
your report, it can hit you 
pretty hard. You hear a lot 
of guys say ‘I have a kid 
that age.’ Along with sad- 
ness and emptiness, there 
can be a lot of anger at par- 
ents who may have allowed 
their children to be in dan- 
gerous situations, especially 
when ATVs are involved 

"When you work on a 
severely injured child who is 
close. in age to one of your 
own kids, you really begin 
to reflect on how valuable 
life is, and you go home and 
hug your children even 
tighter." 

By providing the latest in 
emergency medical care and 
speedy transport to some of 
the nation's best hospitals, 
the MSP's Trooper medevac 
program has garnered the 
attention of other U.S 
states and foreign countries 
“A lot of foreign govern- 
ments and hospitals send 
representatives to study our 
program, and our chief in- 
structor pilot and our medi- 
cat-director~have~both—lee- 
tured in. Europe on several 
occasions," Lowman stated 

The service is also a 
highly sought after work 
assignment in the MSP 
ranks itself. Flight paramed 
ics are required to_be gradu 
ates of the MSP Academy 
and have a minimum of two 
months of patrol duty, and 
be a trained and nationally 
registered paramedic with at 
least three years of ad 
vanced life support field 
experience. Pilots are most 
often civilian employees 


with military experience, 
and must have a minimum 
of 2,000 helicopter flight 
hours 


The program's current 
chopper of choice is the 
American Euro Dauphin 
M-3, which comes with a 
price tag of $6.5 million 
each, Although the cost of 
a transport is $2,000 per in- 
flight hour (minimum), the 
service is completely pub- 
licly funded through a state 
"medevac tax" that comes 
out of the fee to register a 
motor vehicle

I've noticed that when I view web pages, the pages seem 
too large for my monitor. I have a 17-inch monitor, Could 
this be the problem? 


View at Large 


Dear View at Large, 


Your computer may have come preset to a resolution of 
640 X 480 pixels. That means that your monitor will 
display a screen that is 640 pixels wide and 480 pixels high 
regardless of whether you have a 15, 17 or 19-inch monitor. 
The size of the monitor does not determine the screen 
resolution. But the bigger the monitor, the larger the 
screen resolution you can use. 













Ideally when viewing web pages you want as large a 
resolution as you can get. The larger the resolution, the 
more of a page fit on the screen. Since many web pages are 
too large to fit on one screen, a larger resolution allows you 
to see more of a page. I suggest using a resolution of 
800 X 600 if you have a 14 or 15-inch monitor, and a 
resolution of 1024 X 768 for 17-inch and larger monitors

Environmentalists Hopeful Ehrlich 
Will Uphold Glendening Legacy

ANNAPOLIS Hope 
floats, but on polluted 
waters, for Gov.-elect Bob 
Ehrlich’s environmental 
agenda in the wake of a 
strong legacy left by 
Maryland’s outgoing “en- 
vironmental governor,” 
Parris Glendening 

Those who have worked 
with Glendening praise his 
environmental record and 
caution that committed 





leadership is needed to 
maintain and finance pro- 
grams begun by him. 

Ehrlich has already 
promised to push for federal 
funding for water pollution 
programs. 

“Itcertainly helps to have 
a Republican governor lob- 
bying a Republican presi- 
dent and Republican con- 
gressional leadership,” said 
Ehrlich spokesman Henry 
Fawell, referring to the 
governor-elect’s intent to 


secure federal resources for 
upgrading Maryland's 
sewage treatment facilities 

As congressman for 
Maryland's Second District, 
Ehrlich authored legislation 
this year to allot $660 
million to sewage treatment 
upgrades, which would re- 
duce nitrogen and phos- 
phorus pollution from 
treated water released into 
the Chesapeake Bay 

“He campaigned on this 
issue...itwas the centerpiece 
of his environmental plat- 
form,” Fawell said, noting 
that Ehrlich raised the issue 


well before Glendening 
signed an executive order 
Thursday. _ : 

Ehrlich’s proposal, 
backed by the Chesapeake 
Bay Foundation, was 
identical to a bill sponsored 
by Sen. Paul Sarbanes, D- 
Baltimore. Both await a 
final decision. 

Ehrlich said Friday he 
was happy to hear about 
Glendening’s $4 billion 
water treatment initiative 

“The dollars are enor- 
mous. The federal govern- 
ment must play a role” in 
funding the upgrades,

take of thinking that grace is the 
invention of the New Testament. 
Although the English word, 
‘grace,’ occurs only six times in 
‘the Old Testament, God's grace 
is often present there. Ezekiel 36 
is just one of those places where 
we find grace in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

“ Thus says the Lord God: it 
is not for your sake, O house of 
Israel, that I am about to act, but 
for the sake of my holy name, 
which you have profaned among 
the nations to..." (36:22). God 
will restore Israel, but not be- 
cause they deserve it. They can- 
not afford God's justice, for it will 
keep them in captivity. 

What God is going to do for 
these people, whose forbears 
repeatedly violated this covenant, 
is nothing short of a miracle. 
“For I will take you from the na- 
tions, and gather you from all the 
countries, and bring you into 
your own land. (vs. 24,25). What 
a deal! 

Undeserved Mercy 

Their “abominable deeds” 
broke the old Sinai covenant. 
Now, God is making make a new 
covenant with them, a new 
relationship between God and 
Israel. They cannot make them- 
selves clean. Only God can do 
that: “ / will sprinkle clean water 
spon you and you shall be clean 
from all your uncleanness...” (v. 
25). That is grace—something 
given to us although we don't 
deserve it. Something we can’t do 
for ourselves. 

Grace, however free and 
undeserved, is not cheap. God is 
not downplaying one bit what the 
people have done. He is not 
saying, Don’t worry; it doesn't 
matter. The sins of Israel mat-

repentance on our part: “Then 
you will remember your evil 
ways, and your deeds that were 
not good; and you will loathe 
yourselves for your iniquities and 
your abominable deeds...Be 
ashamed and confounded for 
your ways, O house of Israel” 
(vs. 31,32) If we do not have the 
capacity to be “ashamed and con- 
founded” by our ways, we will be 
unable to experience his grace. It 
is a free gift, but the ticket by 
which we claim this free gift is 
our own remorse 

Beyond Forgiveness 

The free gift of grace does not 
stop with forgiveness: “A new 
heart I will give you, and a new 
spirit I will put within you; and I 
will take out of your flesh the 
heart of stone and give you a 
heart of flesh” (v. 26). Ezekiel 
signals here a significant change 
in God's relationship with his 
people. The commandments of 
the original covenant at Sinai 
were written on stone tablets. But 
the commandments never 
seemed to be translated from the 
stone tablets to the hearts of the 
people. It wasn’t that they didn't 
understand these laws, but that 
they did not take them into their 
hearts of “stone.” 

So, although the old cov- 
enant was with the whole nation 
and would continue to be so, by 
his spirit the new covenant would 
also be established with each im- 
dividual. A heart of stone cannot 
change, but a heart of flesh can. 
It was not enough for God's com- 
mandments to be written on 
stone; they needed to be written 
on human hearts as well. This 
new and intimate relationship 
with God is also a gift of grace. 
By themselves they cannot 
achieve it, but “/ will put my spirit 
within you, and cause you to walk 
in my statutes and be careful to 
observe my ordinances” (v. 27).

I have two cats that are quite 

eelderly. They have roamed 
the house, sat on the living-room 
furniture, etc., with no problem 
until recently. However, since my 
two adult children arrived, the cats 
have become quite spiteful and also 
will not use the litter box — they go 
on the floor. Is there a solution to 
this? — Josephine F., Staten Island, 
N.Y. 


« There are a couple of solutions, 

« but neither is simple nor easy to 
reach. Your cats, who have probably 
lived a stable, unchanging routine for 
years — a nice, leisurely roam around 
the house, some play time and a quict 
nap on the couch — obviously feel 
that their world has been turned 
upside down. The cause? Your newly 
arrived children 


Asking your children to move out is 
not a solution, so the goal here must be 
peaceful co-existence. Sit down 
together and talk about the cats, their 
behavior and anything you or your 
kids have noticed about them. Try to 
develop a consistent plan for dealing 
with the cats when they get spiteful or 
start soiling: place them in a quict 
room for about an hour, with food, 
cushions and a litter box; don't strike 
or yell at them; keep their box clean 
(in fact, try adding a second litter box 
in the house; they may appreciate it); 
and feed them on a regular schedule. 
You must all be patient and give the 
cats time to adjust — as much as three 
months or more. 

If things don’t improve, take the cats 
to your veterinarian for a checkup, and 
ask about medication to calm them.

Prescription Drug List For Medicaid 
Patients Could Save State Millions 


by Miesha Lowery 

Capital News Service 

ANNAPOLIS — With 
Maryland facing a $1,7 bil- 
lion deficit, state health of- 
ficials are trying to encour- 
age doctors to use lower- 
cost medications to save the 
state $8 million. If the pre- 
ferred prescription drug 
program is created, the 
state’s Medicaid doctors will 
have to choose from a list 
of generic drugs instead of 
prescribing more expensive 
brand-name drugs to their 
patients. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene and the General 
Assembly support instituting 
such a list to cut the cost of 
Medicaid. Legislation to im- 
plement the program 


passed both the House and 
Senate this year, but it 
failed to win final approval 
before the end of the ses- 
sion 

The proposed drug list 
will affect about 120,000 
people who receive fee-for- 
service care, according to 
the health department 

"If the program is not 
implemented, then there 
will be additional pressure 
on the state budget and the 
state will have to cut spend- 
ing from somewhere,” said 
David Romans, budget ana- 
lyst for the Maryland De- 
partment of Legislative 
Services: 

Medicaid is a joint feder- 
al and state program that 
serves low-income individu- 
als who cannot afford 
health care. The cost of the 
program will increase 7 to 8 
percent each year for the 
next five years, while the 
general revenue fund will 
only increase about 4 per- 
cent, according to the De- 
partment of Legislative 
Services. 

"Medicaid accounts for 
about 15 percent of the 
state budget,” said Romans. 

Some advocacy groups, 
including the newly formed 


"There is no reason we 
should be paying for the ex- 
pensive drug when the less 
expensive drug is the same 
thing,” said John Folkemer, 
executive director of the 
Office of Planning and Fi- 
nance in DHMH. 

"For an overwhelming 
number of people, generic 
drugs will have the same ef- 
fect as brand name, but for 
some people it will not 
work and the brand-name 
prescription can be pre- 
scribed.”

"Senior citizens are large 
users of the state medical 
program, and our members 
are very concerned with 
prescription drugs," said 
Donna DeLeno, advocacy 
representative for AARP. 

"In general, AARP is 
concerned with consumer 
protection, and as long as 
the impact isn’t negative, I 
don’t think this will be an 
issue,” she said 

The Health Department 
said the public would have 


ample opportunity to ex- 
press concerns’ before the 
program can even begin, 
said Folkemer. 

"It is the department's in- 
tent to get public com- 
ment,” Chang said. "If it 
were approved it wouldn't 
be effective until 2003."

Donation May 
Benefit Others

As new parents relist the 
miraculous gift of a new- 
born baby, many are taking 
a moment to give a gift to 
someone else. That gift is 
donating the blood from the 
baby's umbilical cord. 

This procedure is entirely 
painless, and there is abso- 
lutely no harm to the 
mother or the baby 

Jackie Hawk of Oakland 
is scheduled to donate her 
cord blood this December 
after the birth of her second 
child 

Hawk, a team captain for 
Relay for Life, got the idea 
from watching 
Miracle, an 11-minute video 
at one of the captains’ meet 
ings. Caroline's Miracle is the 
story of a 6-year-old North 
Carolina girl and her tri 
umph over a second fight 
against cancer. Caroline 
had her cord blood trans 
plant in 1998, five years 
after the first cord blood 
transplant at Duke Univer 
sity. 

According to Bill §tro 
ther, Caroline's father, the 
American Cancer Society

funded the research Caro- 
line's doctor did during the 
1980s in cord blood trans- 
plants. “Caroline has gone

The blood in the umbili- 
cal cord is rich in stem cells, 
which are the building 
blocks of the blood and im- 
mune systems. 

Stem cells have been 
used as part of the treatment 
therapy in nearly 50 differ- 
ent cancers, immune defi- 
ciencies, and genetic disor- 
ders. Researchers are now 
looking to cord blood for 
answers to heart disease, 
stroke, diabetes, and muscu 
lar dystrophy 

The collection process is 
easy and painless, and does 
not interfere with the deliv 
ery and subsequent care for 
the newborn and_ the 
mother. After the baby is 
born but before the placenta 
is delivered, the obstetrician 
collects the blood in about 2 
to 4 minutes : 

The blood may be stored, 
for a fee, in a collection cen 
ter to be used for that fam 
ily, if the need should arise 
Cord blood stem cells are a 
perfect match for the baby, 
have a 25% probability of 
beirig an exact match for a 
sibling, and can be poten- 
tially used for parents and 
grandparents 


The blood may also be 
donated, as is the case with 
Hawk 

Umbilical cord blood is 
being used as an alternative 
to bone marrow in™ bone 
marrow transplants, accord 
ing to the Bone Marrow 
Foundation web site. "It 


functions to restore marrow 
function after a patient re- 
ceives high-dose chemother 
apy and radiation. Cord 
blood is a rich source of 
hematopoietic (blood- 
forming) stem cells. The 
first cord blood transplant 
took place in 1989, Since 
then, approximately 350 
cord blood transplants have 
taken place worldwide," 
said Cynthia A. Fisher, 
president and CEO of 
Viacord Inc., a medical ser 
vice company which pro 
vides families with umbili- 
cal cord blood banking 

"Cord blood has come 
into the mainstream in stem 
cell transplantation," she 
added. "There will continue 
to be a need for both private 
family and public (unrelated 
donor) cord blood banks 
The establishment of na 
tional cord blood banks for 
unrelated donor banking 
will help fulfill the need for 
those individuals who don't 
have a match within their 
family." 

She added that in the 
case of a transplant, it is 
preferable to use one's own 
stem cells or that of a family 
member. But if a_ perfect 
match were not found, an 
unrelated donor would be 
considerec

"Since mid-September 
the rain has been slow and 
steady exactly the kind

The rains will recharge 
the soil for next year, but 
only if they continue for the 
rest of the winter. Farmers 
like Martin are hoping that 
the rains will come but 
that they hold off for a few 
more weeks 

"We're usually done (har- 
vesting) by Thanksgiving, 
but we're not going to make 
it this year,” Martin said 
"At this rate, it’s going to 
be Christmas.”

Red Clover Ensilage for Dairy Cow 

Alfalfa is still the most important forage fed to U.S. 
dairy cows, but USDA scientists say that red clover may 
be a superior-alternative. Switching cows from alfalfa to 
red clover ensilage could help reduce manure nitrogen 
level, which would be a significant benefit to the environ- 
ment. Glen Broderick is an Agricultural Research Service 
dairy scientist and says feeding trials were conducted with 
dairy cows at a research farm in Wisconsin. Broderick 
says that in the latest study involving red clover ehsilage, 
cows produced the same amount of milk on less feed. 

Farmers Should Prepare For USDA Census 

Congress requires USDA's National Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service to conduct a Census of Agriculture every 
five years. 2002 is one of those years. The federal agency 
will send forms to more than 2 million farms and ranches 
in late December to collect data for the 2002 calendar 
year. Completed forms are due February 3, 2003. US law 
requires anyone who receives a census report form to re- 
spond 

Milk Prices Not Expected To Rise Until Mid-2003 

The good news is milk prices will get better. The bad 
news is that milk price recovery will take awhile. Last 
week, Michael Marsh, chief executive officer of Western 
United Dairymen, speaking at the 21st annual Agribusi- 
ness Management Conference in Fresno, Calif., said he 
expects price relief in the third quarter of 2003. University 
of Wisconsin's Bob Cropp agrees. Cropp, a dairy econo- 
mist, delivered a similar message to northeast Iowa pro- 
ducers last week. Hc predicts that the Class III price will 
average about $11.69 next year
